A doubt wes found as to Wahinemaikai's election under the 
law. It was deferred. 

Kalaihoa. Governor J. Y., Kanehoa had certified to his 
election, but there being some misunderstaiding, therefore it 
was voted that he be allowed to take his seat with the Represen= 
tatives until his election papers signed by the proper people 
were received when he (note; not complete.) 

That consideration of the election papers of D.e hLokomaikad 
the Representatives from Molokai be deferred until to-morrow 
when the question of his being seated would be settled.

Whereas, as provided by law, no election can be held on any 
other day except on the First Monday in January. 

Therefore; Be it Resolved by this House, that the election 
of the said two persons be considered proper, and the said per- 
sons shall receive all the privileges and rights connected to 
the position of a Representative, as of those elected on the 
First Monday in January; this however, is not intended for any 
other election held hereafter."

The King was dressed in his best as well as the Queen, the 
Premier, his Ministers and the Chiefs of the land. 

The assemblage was a large one composed of Consul Generals 
and Consuls and foreigners of high rank, their wives and others. 

As the King came out of his Palace the Battery on Punchbowl 
fired a salute of 21 guns, and when the King reached the door of 
the Stone Church, the Choir sang "God save the King;" and as the 
King entered the Church, the Nobles, Representatives and the 
Audience rose to their feet; when the King reached his seat, 

i. W. Clark invoked Divine Blessings. At the close of the prayer, 
the King read his speech to the Nobles and Representatives in 
language clear and cheerful. At the end of the King's speech, 
Re C. Wyllie the Minister of Foreign Relations repeated the 
King's speech in English. Then the Premier remarked, that since 
the Ministers were not quite ready with their reports, therefore 


the presentation of their reports would be deferred until the ~ 


il.

Vm. L. Lee reported on the Act permitting foreign Seamen to 
be discharged upon giving bonds in their own names, which was 
passed in the Privy Council.

It was voted that the House resolve itself into a Committee 
of the whole for the consideration of the matter. 

It was voted that Kalili return to Koolaupoko, and after 
ten days a new election be held, and the person elected at said 
election would be the one accepted as the Representative of that 
District, and that the seat for Koolaupoko be declared vacant. 

It was voted that the Committee desolve itself. 

T. G. B. Rooke moved that the thanks of the House be ex- 
tented to Kalili for his faithful attendance. 

The motion was carried. 

QG. H. Robertson asked that the Act providing for the Demo- 
lishing of the Fort and the filling of the Harbor be taken up 
for consideration. 

Much discussion was had over this measure between A. W. 
Parsons, J. Richardson, Z. Kaauwai and G. Khodes, whe expressed 
their opinions very strongly in favor of tabling the measure. 

It was voted that the Bill be tabled. 

The Act creating Kalepolepo a port of entry was then taken 

up for consideration. 


Z. Kaauwai spoke in favor of allowing this a port of entry, 
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and if passed by the Legislature, then the Collector Generals of” 
Honolulu and Lahaina could give any foreign vessel papers allow- 
ing them to enter the port of Kalepolepo for provisions. 

It was then voted to adopt the report of the Committee re- 
commending that Kalepolepo and Kahului be not made ports of entry; 
and that the House take up for consideration the Petition from 
Wailuku praying not to sell the Government lands to outsiders 
until after the people of the place were first informed of the 
fact. 

It was voted that G. Ii. Robertson be allowed to withdraw 
from the Conference Committee of the House on the Bill relating 
to the appointment of e Superintendent of Public Works.

That the land tax be abolished: That three kinds of trees in the 
mountains be free to the people. The Petition contained various 
other matters, 

G. M. Robertson moved that the Petition be referred to a 
Special Committee with Kemakau as chairman. 

The motion was carried and the following were appointed on 
the Cormittee. 5. N. Kamakeu, J. Kekaulahao and L. S. Ua.

G. M. Robertson read another Petition from Hamakua to re- 
peal the School tax, and to require the parents to pay the 
teachers. It was referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 

Z. P. Kaumaea for the Committee on Elections reported on 
the Petition from Koolauloa, ruling it out of order,the signatures 
having all been signed by one person, and referring it back to 
the House. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

J. Richardson moved that it be filed with the Clerk until 
the report from the Inspectors of Election was received. 

Kaumaea for the Committee on Elections reported on the 
Credentials of Naiapaakai and Kenui. The opinion of the Committee 
was that Nalapaakai's Credentials were correct having been certi- 
fied on the 5th of January, as provided by law. Kenui's was 


certified too on the 20th, therefore contrary to law. The Com= 
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mittee therefore recommended that Naiapaakai be allowed his seat. 
The report of the Committee was adopted. 

Kaumaea for the Committee reported on Funk's Credentials. 
The Committee had considered the two Petitions from Hilo, and 
were of the opinion that Funk was properly elected, 

The report of the Committee was adopted and the Petitions 
were tabled. 

Kaumaea reported on Barenaba's Credentials. The Committee 
were of the opinion that the Petition was improper the signatures 
having all been signed by one person. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

Kaumaea reported on the Petition of Ewa protesting against 
the election of Kalauhala. The Committee recommended that the 
election of Kalauhala be declared void and that a new election 
be called for. 

Kamakau moved to adopt the report of the Committee. This 
motion caused a lengthy debate. i 

J. Richardson moved, seconded by Ukeke, that it be referred 
back to the Committee. Carried. 

Q. NM. Robertson read the Petition from Koolauloa to remove 
the Judge of that District. 

Funk moved, seconded by G. Rhodes that the House instruct 
the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee that he consult the 
Governor or Lieutenant Governor in this matter. Carried. 

G. Rhodes introduced a Resolution. 

Kamakau introduced the following Resolution: 

Resolved; that the Bills passed in this House be engrossed 
in either the Hawaiian or English. 

The Resolution was adopted. 
Kaumaea moved that the Resolution be tabled. Carried. 
On the motion of G. Rhodes it was voted that three rooms be 


secured and turned over to the Committees, and that the Com- 
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mittees be furnished with paper and ink and other things needed 
by them in the discharge of their duties, 

On the motion of G. Rhodes, it was voted that each member 
be furnished with copies, in both languages, of the report of 
the Committee appointed to draw up a new Constitution. The 
motion was carried. 

On the motion of Kamakau, it was voted that the Speaker of 
the House, order three copies of the laws from the Government 
Press Office, for the use of this House. 

Kekaulahao introduced a Resolution. 
It was adopted. 

Kamaipelekane was appointed a Committee. 

On the motion of Kamakau it was voted that the members meet 
in the Stone Church at 12 o'clock to-morrow and to meet here on 


Wednesday at 10 o'clock..

Z. Kaauwai read the Petition from Makawao, to abolish the 
Friday labor days; to abolish the taxes on teachers; to abolish 
the tax on females; to grant the oopus (troutk) and shrimp free 
to the people; and to abolish the costs of Court. It contained 


85 names. 
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J. Richardson moved to table those Sections relating to the 
costs of Court and to the taxes on School Teachers. This caused 
a lengthy debate. On the question being put the majority voted 
in favor of the motion. 

Richardson moved that the remaining Sections in the Petition 
be referred to the Finance Committee. Carried. 

Z. Kaauwai read the Petition from Makawao, that the duty 
on Ardent Spirits be continued; to strike out Section 23 of the 
new Constitution; that the importation of Liquors be stopped; 
that the pasture lands of Hamakua be sold to the people. The 
Petition contained several prayers, and it was signed be 214 
persons. 

It was voted that it be segregated and referred to the pro- 
per Committees. 

Kasuwai read the Petition from Makawao, Maui, to stop the 
granting of divorces except on charges of adultery. 

Kamakau moved that it be referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Carried. 

J. Kalili read the Petition from Koolaupoko, to reduce the 
road tax on the poor people to 124 cents per day; to tax the 
Chiefs and rich people $4.00 per day; the Konohikis owning ilis 
$1.00 and the Konohikis owning Ahupuaas $2.00. To do away with 
the Konohiki labor days, and to pay them from $2 to 124 cents 
in taxes. To repeal the tax on Horses, Mules etc. To repeal the 
School tax. The Petition contained several prayers. 

Keumaea moved that it be referred to the Committee on Public 
Instruction and the Committee on Public lands and Internal Im- 
provements. 

J. Richardson read the report of the Committee whe was in- 
structed to meet John Ii on the Petition from Koolauloa asking 
for the removal of HMakuia the District Magistrate. The Lieutenant 


Governor had informed the Committee that Makuia would be tried 
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on the 2ist of this month.

Wm. E. Pii read another Petition containing 100 signatures, 
praying that the Bill relating to the cultivation of Awa which 
was tabled at the last Session be passed. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. 

J. W. E. Maikai read the Petition from Waikiki containing 
70 signatures. 

Section 1. That the Konohikis were tabooing the Mullet, 
made free by the Government. 

Section 2. That the Pasture lands be made free. 

# Oe That the Konokis labor days be reduced to two 
dollars. 

Section 4. That the tax on animals be abolished. 

The Petition was referred to the Committees on Internal 
Improvements and Finance. 

J. Mott Smith read the Report of the Select Committee on 
the Petition from Honolulu relating to the sale of liquor. The 
Committee were of the opinion that Section 1 should be referred 
to the Member from Honolulu as he was preparing a Bill on the 
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matter, and the rest of the Sections should be referred to the 
Committee on Commerce.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter this day, enclosing an Act providing that "No per- 
son holding the office of a Clerk or head of a bureau or any 
office of a like nature, in either of the Executive Departments 
of His Majesty's Government shall be eligible for election to a 
seat in the House of Representatives.," and requesting my 
opinion, as to whether that Act would be an infringement of the 


"7th Article of the Constitution. 
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The 77th Article of the Constitution which prescribes the 
Qualifications of Representatives, reads as follows: "No person 
Shall be eligible for a Representative of the people, who is in- 
sane, Or an idiot, or who shall at any time have been convicted 
of any infamous crime, nor unless he be a male subject or 
denizen of the kingdom, who shall have arrived at the full age 
of twenty-five years, who shall know how to read and write, who 
shall understand accounts, and who shall have resided in the 
kingdom for at least one year immediately preceeding his elec= 
tion," 

It is clear that this article prescribes the requsite 
qualifications of a Representative of the people, and the 
question as I understand it, is, can the Legislature superadd 
or impose any other qualification beyond those provided by the 
Constitution. I think not. The obvious meaning of the article 
under consideration is, though negatively expressed, that every 
person who is a male subject or denizen of the kingdom, who 
Shall have arrived at the full age of twenty-five years, who 
shall know how to read and write who shall understand accounts, 
and who shall have resided in the kingdom for at least one year 
immediately preceding his election, shall be eligible for a 
representative provided he is not insane, or an idiot, or shall 
not at any time have been convicted of any infamous crime. Now 
if this be a fair construction of the article, then the Act in 
question is clearly opposed to it, and hence unconstitutional. 

When the Constitution prescribes certain qualifications 
necessary for an office, it excludes all others, agreeably with 
the maxim that, "the expression of one thing is an exclusion of 
another." If clerks may be excluded, then merchants, mechanics, 
farmers, physicians, lawyers, divines, or any other class of 
society may be, and the Legislature may enact a variety of other 


qualifications without reason or end. Let us cite an example by 


597. 


way of illustration. When the Constitution was submitted to the 
Legislature for adoption it contained an article rendering all 
clergymen ineligible to a seat in the House of Representatives, 
and after much discussion, the article was rejected in both 
Houses. Could the Legislature now pass a law in the face of 

that decision excluding clergymen from the House of Representa- 
tives? If not, if they are barred by the expressed will of those 
who adopted the Constitution, from taking such action, then they 
are barred from enacting the law excluding government clerks. 

In no way can I answer the question of the House better, 
than by quoting the language of that distinguished constitu- 
tional lawyer Judge Story. The Constitution of the United 
States on this subject is as follows:-- "No person shall be a 
Representative, who shall not oe attained to the age of 
twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United 
States; and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of 
that state in which he Shall be chosen.” 

Judge Story in discussing the power of adding new qualifi- 
cations, saysi=-= It would seem but fair reasoning upon'’'the 
.plainest principles of interpretation, that when the Constitu- 
tion established certain qualifications as necessary for office, 
it meant to exclude all other prerequisites. From the very 
ature ee such a provision, the affirmative of these qualifi- 
cations would seem to imply a negative of all others. A power 
to add new qualifications is certainly equivalent to a power to 
vary them. It adds to the aceregate, what changes the nature of 
the former requisites." Book Two, Story's Commentaries on the 
constitution, page 100. | 

I ‘know of no way ienie the object of this Act can be

Wyllie, inforing 
the House that he was well aware that the mistake made in the 
report of the Finance Committee, was only an error in the 
Copying of same, but was of the opinion that the deficiency in 
the exchequer will never be made up from the receipts of the 
Island of Hawaii until foreign Lieutenant Governors are 
appointed for that Island. 

The Speaker read a commnication from the House of Nobles 
informing the House that Liholiho, H. Kekuanaoa, Mr. Wyllie, 
Judd and Armstrong had been appointed a Conference Committee, 
to meet a like Committee from the House to consider the amend- 
ments made to the Appropriation Bill. 

The Speaker read another communication from the House of 
Nobles informing the House that the Bill relating to the 
Rkegistrar of Conveyances had been pessed with an amendment made 
to Section 2. 

A Bill relating to pedestrians, carriages, people driving 
in carriages and horse back riding, transmitted from the House 
of “obles was also read. 


On motion of F. Dunk the Bill was indefinitely postponed. 
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On motion of F. Funk it was voted that a Conference 
Comaittee be appointed to meet the Committee from the House of 
Nobles for the consideration of the amendments to the Appropria- 
tion Bill, the Speaker to be a member of that Committee.
